The order-in-cOTinci], just issued by 


the Canadian government, by which is 
sreated a lignite utilization board for 
tbe Dominion, is further evidence of 
the foresight -vritii which Sir Robert 
Borden and his colleagues are provid- 
ing for the needs of t&e country. For 
many years past, it has been one of the 
anomalies of Canadian economics that 
whllrt the Dominion has fuel resour- 
ces second only to those of the United 
States, the greatest 
coal-producing 


country in the world, it imports, and 
alirays has imported, about 50 per 
cent of Us fuel. Most of this fuel is 
brought into the country over im- 


distances, unnecessarily 
ab- 


sorbing labor and transport facilities 
urgently needed in other directions, 
a.ud adding enormously to tne cost of 
tho fuel itself. 


Long before the war, the absurdi- 


ties of such a system were apparent 
to anyone who stopped to consider the 
matter, but the necessity for con- 
serration in all directions imposed by 
the war has emphasized the need of a 
change, aoid has brought under the 
consideration of the authorities many 
schemes lor the development of Can- 
ada's oura fuel resources. 
Amongst 


the questions which have thus been 
forced to the front is the much dis- 
cussed matter of the utilizatiou of 
the Dominion's vast lignite deposits. 
In the original state these deposits 
can be used only when freshly mined, 
and .even then, the lignite as it comes 
from the mines is not suited to house- 
hold purposes. I!y a process of car- 
bonizing, however, the material may 
be converted into a kind of coke or 
charcoal, which is readily briquettcd. 
When thus treated, the resultant pro- 
duct is a fuel equal in heating value 
to anthracite, with the additional ad- 
vantage that it raay be sold at ?7 a 
ton, and a just profit obtained from 
it »t that price.

any reason or shadow of right," the 
bill continues, "MarJcell has drawn 
from said corporation as salary the
